finished. Heiicefoi tb, for whatever span 
of life may be left to her, Queen Victoria 
will confine herself to such work for the 
state aa can be done at Windsor. Bal- 
moral or Osborne. All of the official 
functions o{ drawing rooms, public cere- 
monies, opening town halls, hospitals 
and the like will now be relegated to the 
Prince and PrinceEs of Wales. 

Her Majesty baa witnesRed a BceLis> 
never Burpassed in material aplendor uml 
moral Bignificance since the iJritish Em- 
pire was created. The Qiiren thinks, bo 
the statement rune, that she has done 
enough. Her unexampled devotion and 
acceptance of her obligatiol^.'to her peo- 
ple have, after sixty yearsj' wfeU .won her 
a rest, and in so far as a eoVereifju can, 
she now proposes to let the' .btirden'' of 
responeibility fall on those who must 
bear it when she paBses away. ' 

Her Maje^tr^ arrived at Faddington at 
12 :35 p.m. "The Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchees Serglus of Ruasia and Princess 
Beatrice of Battenbur|!.occdpied seats in 
Her Majesty's carnage. Proceeding 
along Oburch street to St. Mary's, a halt 
was made to receive an address from the 
inhabitants of her birth-place. Six 
hundred children ot Kensington church 
school were assembled on a platform on 
the side of the railroad and sang the Na- 
tional Anthem. After receiving ad- 
dresses, the procession resumed its route 
to .Buckingliam Palace, via Hugh street, 

■jt'he scene at Mary's abbey was ex-- 
ceedingly brilliant, the neighborhood 
being laviBhly decorated. The Marquis 
and Marchioness of Lome were included 
in the members of the reception com- 
mittee. The guard of honor, furnistied 
by the Middlesex volunteers, presented 
arms and the band played the national 
antliem on the advance of Her Majesty. 
As soon as the Queen's carriage reached 
the porch the Marquis and Marchioness 
of Lome approached and greeted Her 
Majesty, after which the chairman of 
the vestry presented the address, which 
was contained in a morocco case. 

Her Majesty handetl back a written 
replv to the address, thanking the sign- 
ers tor their loyalty and adding: "I 
gladly renew my associations with a 
place whicli, as the scene of my birth 
and Biimmona to the throne, has ever 
had and will have with me solemn and 
tender recollections." 

AcroES the gates ot Kensington palace 
was a banner, on which was inscribed 
"Home, Sweet Home." Her Majesty 
saw it and seemed much allected. 

Ten thousand children belonging to 
the elementary schools of Kensington, 
massed behind the railings of Kensing- 
ton gardens, Bang the National Anthem 
while the Queen was passing. The 
weather was brilliant. 

Her Majesty reached Buckingham 
palace at 1:80 p.m. and about 5 p.m. en- 
tered the grounds to be i)reBent at the 
gat den jiarly, for which si.x thousand in- 
vitations has been issu'd. Her Majestv 
was received witli almost reverential 
greetings and took up her position, to 
which she was wheekd from the ijalaco 
door, in front of a Binall tent near the 
"akc.

Those who 
acted with him were prepared to take 
the strongest measures against anything 
of a permanent nature, but as the Sen- 
ate waa now assured that nothing of the 
sort was contemplated, the supply bill 
could go through. The inquiry must b<i 
made next session, and steps be taken to 
that end. 

Previously Senator Miller's committee 
had met with closed doors and decided 
to call Chief Engineer Schreiber for to- 
morrow, but this arrangement waa 
knocked on the head by subsequent 
events. ' .

There waa quite a long discuBBibn 'iu ' 
the Senate before the supply bill was 
finally passed. Sir ; Mackenzie Bowell 
and Mr. Ferguson criticized the action 
of the government in increasing the an- 
nual expenditure of the country from 
5;38, 000,000 to over ^50,C0O,C0O, in face 
of their anti-election pledges of economy. 

The Commons made good progress at 
the morning session, cleaning the slate. 
The Crow's Nest Pass subsiay bill pass- 
ed both houses with flying colors. At 8 
p,m. the Governor-General arrived and 
prorogation took place. 

Mr. Sifton returned from Winnipeg 
to-day. His visit had to do with Cath- 
olic representation on the educational 
boards. 

Sir Louie Davies left for England this 
afternoon to press the Canadian view of 
the favored nation clnuees. Sir Adolphe 
Caron also left for England, on mining 
business.

THE PROEOGATION SPEECH. 

Official Review of the Ctiief Business of the 
Session Just Concluded, 

Ottawa, June 29— The following is the 
apeech read by Lord Aberdeen to-day at 
the prorogation of the session of parlia- 
ment, addressed to the aasembled Sen- 
ate and Commons : 

" lu relieving you from further at- 
tendance in Parliament, I desire to thank 
you for the assiduity witli which you 
have discharged the duties of a fatiguing 
session, and I congratulate you on the 
very important legislation which has 
been the outcome of your deliberations. 
The revision of the tarid", which occu- 
pied a large part of the session, has been 
completed in a manner which 1 hope 
will prove eflective in promoting tne 
trade and commerco of the Dominion. 
It is gratifying to know that this measure 
baa been recognized as one of imperial 
importance and that it has already had 
a marked eflect in strengthening the 
bonds which unite Canada to the mother- 
land. 

"The arrangements for establiBhing a 
fast ateamahip Who of the bigheat olaea 
between Great Britain and Canada, with 
the co-operation and assistance of the 
Imperial and Canadian governments, 
encourages me to hope that at no distant 
day we shall see the accomplishment of 
that very important project. I am 
pleiused to observe that you have made 
provision for extending substantial aid 
to various important railway euterprisea 
which are destined to develop the vast 
mineral wealth of Canada and to im- 
))rove the facilities for transportation 
and travel. 

"The bill providing an efTective sys- 
tem of cold storage on land and sea will 
promote the interest of ouragriuulturista 
by alibrdiug means for the transporta- 
tion of perishable food products and 
placing them ia the best condition in 
the great markets of the world.

Clever Work of Provincial PoHce nBd Daring 
Deed of Constable UcKlnnon, Who 
Had a Nairow Escape. 

■ Kkison, -Tune — (Sr^al) — As 
brielly wired last night fJic escaix^i 
TOurderer \S''ood f.Mb broc.trlit back to 
Kolaou byConstabloMcK'lnnon. Wood's 
■escape was one of the coolest pieces of 
jail breaking oa record.

iprisouers in their cells, and .quietly 
■walked out. Kupt. If ussey inia-^.ediately 
■organized ti:o plan of pursuit, resnltinn 
lin a capture equelled in cleveritesB 
•only by that of the outlaw Ken- 
'^nedy, and in this cnstance directed and 
•consummated by tlie sameiuen. VVeitih- 
ing the various conflictiup; reports com- 
ing in since Thursday, Mr. tlussey came

shot him if the grii> on his wrist bad 
be"n relaxed for a second. 

When the capture of the outlaw Ken 
' nedy by the same mec io remembered 
there is much favorable comment this 
-evening here. Mr. Hussey was I be 
coolest man in all the excitement. lie 
placed specials atevery conceivable point 
and traced the fugitives almost every 
step they took. His confidence in Mc- 
Kiuuon's ability and nerve was not mis- 
placed, for the latter carried out to the 
letter bis instructions to effect the arrest 
without bloodshed if possible. 

There was much eseitement here 
•when the prisoners were brought back, 
but no trouljle arose, altlioii;^h feeling 
runs pretty bigti against Wood. The 
trial comes off to-morrow before .ludue 
Walkeni, and K. 1'. Davis, of Vancouver, 
will act with the Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral for the crown. 

Most of the convictions at the present 
assizej were against American toughs 
who liave been introducini; a small reign 
of terror in the mining towns. Judge 
Walkem's sentences and the strongly 
expressed determination of t lie authori- 
ties to enforce order, coupled with the 
sight of a batch of prisoners heavily 
ironed sent to Westminster last night, 
are expected to have a salatary efi'ect.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier on risitif; to re- 
spocd was greeted wit'a prolonged ch'^er- 
ing. He said it was a very keen pleaaure 
to him to join in -celebrating a nation's 
biTthday in tbe laother country. At the 
same time Canada was nevw dearer to 
his heart than -at the present moment. 
Eler history erjualled, it it did not ex- 
ceed, in dcainf.^,ic interest, the history of 
England, France, or any other 
country in the world. She did 
not chioos3 to .assume inde- 
pendence, tecaueo sho was .already 
virtually independent and could not have 
more power, freedom, happinees and 
prosperity if she were separated from 
England. He dwelt at some length on 
the rektioaa between I'^mrhuui and the 
Unitcxi States, and said that since lie 
bad be«n in London ho had seen evi- 
dences of misapprehension on the part 
of the imblic meu as to the late senti- 
ments of the Americans towiirils 
Great Britain. He would not heti- 
tate to declare that the sentiment was 
one of nllection and reverence. The 
enmity which once existed between 
Gieat Britain, Canada and the United 
States, had been largely removed by the 
Queen herself, in such wise and kindly 
acts as her letter to tbe widow of Mr. 
Lincoln, and her intervention to prevent 
friction in the Trent all'air. 

After an eloquent reference to the 
Jubilee service at St. Paul's, Mr. Lau- 
rier said : " Let ua iiope that the god of 
war will never spread his winus be- 
tween Kngland and the United States. 

"If on my deathbed every trace of 
racial feud has been removed, I shall die 
happy in the belief that I have not lived 
in vain." 



A GBATE CHARGE. 

That the Governor-Oeniral Irregularly In- 
tervened for the Furtherance of " a 
Most Cynlcaljob." 

Montreal, June 29. — La Presse makes 
a furious attack on the Governor-General . 
After eaying that he signed the message 
recommending the expenditure of the 
rent before the vote of Senate which re- 
jected the first Intercolonial contract, it 
says : 

"In signing thia message Aberdeen 
failed in viirilance, unless indeed he con- 
spired Willi his intiiiaters to fnrjiisb 
them means of nullifying tbe effects of 
Senate intervention. In any case the 
result is tlie same; whether by careless- 
ness iu bis legal duties and obligations 
or by an unconstitutional nnderatamlin;: 
with his legal advisers, .the repreeenta- 
tive of the crown intervened in opposi- 
tion to our parliamentary institutions; 
and Ilia iiitervetitlon is nuiro regrettahle 
because it was laaniteated for the benefit 
of the most cynical jid) ever perpetrated 
in Canada. It is to tlie vice-regal inter- 
vention that the preaeut is due."

The 
root crops did not look well with the ex- 
ception of potatoes, which will bo ready 
for the market in another three weeks, 
and are as largo now ;ia those imjiorted 
from California. 

Mr. Mctvym said that in his opinion 
there will bo only half a hay cruji on 
the Island. Last year hay ran three 
tons to the acre. Oats were on the 
whole doing well and were maturing 
very early, which wonld be a great boon 
to the farmers, for as soon aa the hay 
was out of the way the oats would be 
ready for harvesting, and WOuld be done 
with before the rainy season arrived. In 
many other years oats bad been caught 
in tbe rain and half tbe crop spoilt. 
Those who had sown wheat for 
feed were fortunate, as on the 
whole the crop was excellent. 
The wheat wanted another month of 
calm, dry weather. Ho had heard that 
in Okanugan a caterpillar is doing much 
damage to crops. 'I'here had been no 
sign of any such pest on Lulu Island, 
lie was satisfied that, all things taken 
into consideration, the prospects for the 
Lulu Island farmers who have intelli- 
gently managed their farms, are good for 
this season, Although hay is but half a 
crop they will get a good price for it, and 
will be able to do well on oats. 



LIQUOll IN STEVESTON. 

Mr. Kidd on the Rocent Discussion nt the 
PubUc IHeelins There. 

(From Our Own Correspoudeiit.) 
VANfouviin, Juno 20. — Mr. Kidd, M. 
P.P., iu conversation with a Colonist 
re{X)rter yesterday, spoke ol the recent 
meeting at Steveston, said to have se 
verely censured him for his stand in the 
matter of granting licenses for saloon 
At this meetint;, it was alleged, speeches 
were made intimating that at next elec 
tion jMr. Kidd would be left on his farm 
where he would be doing more good to 
Steveston than iu the legislature. Mr. 
Kidd, however, states, that the reports 
which have been given to the public are 
not (|uite correct. The matter in a nut- 
shell was as follows : Three parties wanted 
licenses to sell liquor at Steveston. The 
law says that thirty days' notice of such 
a desire must be conspicuously jiostedor 
published in a newspaper in the muni- 
cipality, that this mual be followed with 
a i)etition of two-thirda of the property- 
owners expressing their app;uval, and 
fourteen liaya before the meetuurot the 
commissioners this petition must be 
filed, together with tlio applications of 
those deairing licenses. The notices 
were duly given, willi one exee])tion the 
petitions Were i>roi)erly filed —although 
many that signed them had since signed 
contra jieliticHit — but there weie no aj)- 
plieatioiis with the petitions. Ho con- 
sidered thir! a sufiicient ground for tbe 
licenses being refused. While it iias 
been saiil that he is bitterly opposed 
to the legal sale of liquor in .Steveston, 
this ia iucorrect. He would like to see 
no liquor sold in Steveston, but realized 
that such a state of allairs will never be. 
Tlie irresponsible transient population 
of Steveston are determined to have 
licjuor, and there are men always ready 
tosiipply them for tlieprofitin it, legally 
or illegally. This being the case, he ap- 
proves ofaliiiiitod iiiuiiber of licences 
being granted for the purpose of sup- 
pressing the illegal sale.

A GREAT DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The Vernon News is greatly disap 
pointed over the failure of the Federal 
government so far to subsidize a railway 
itito the Boundary Creek district. " Last 
ureek," it Bays, "the situation was of 
the inost cheerful nature ; now the out 
look ie gloomy in the extreme." Speak 
ingiof the proposed arrangement for the 
beginning: of work at Penticton this 
year, the News says : 

One of the condltiona of their grant 
from this province was that they should 
commence construction from the Pentic 
ton end ; and it was generally under 
Btood that construction would also be 
vigorously carried on from the eastern 
extremity. This meant to us the intro- 
duction of a period of increased busi 
jiess activity, which would be of untold 
itd vantage to the farmers, merchants and 
other classes of ! -our popalatibn.' We 
shared the joy felt by the residents of 
the rich Boiindary Greek and Kettle 
iBiv'er districts, and rejoiced that the 
valuable mineral producing sections 
would at last be opened up. Probably 
several million dollars would have been 
spent this year in the construction of 
iiiia line, and the stringency of hard 
times, felt so keenly of late, would at 
once have been relieved. 

The people of Victoria fully sympath 
ize with those of Vernon in their disap 
pointment, but, in common with the 
Colonist, hope that it may not yet be 
too late to secure a beginning of the road 
at Penticton this year. The people of 
Veinon should join with those of Vic- 
tori i in bringing to bear as strong press- 
ure as possible upon the Dominion gov 
ernment to grant such aid as will secure 
at least the line from Penticton to Boun- 
dary Creek without any delay. The 
Boasland Miner, in an article from 
which we reprint an extract, elsewhere, 
expresses the belief that the Spokane 
& Northern will build into the Col 
ville reservation, directly adjoining the 
Boundary Creek country, thia year. If 
this is done, the farmers of the State of 
Washington will get the benefit of the 
market to which the farmers of Vernon 
and vicinity are entitled. The News 
censures Dr. Milne and Messrs. Maxwell 
and Mclnnes, M. P's., very severely for 
blocking railway construction. We have 
not thought it worth while just yet to 
discuss this aspect of the case. The 
point to which attention ought to be 
directed is the securing of federal aid to 
the railway this year. 



MR. UIG GINS' POSITION. 

When news reached this city of the ac- 
tion of Hon. D. W. Higgias in declaring 
himself in opposition to the Provincial 
government, the Coloniht suggested to 
faim the expediency of taking into con 
sideration the propriety of resigning his 
seat in the Legislature and appealing to 
his constituency for an endorsement of 
his course. This idea has found expres- 
Bion in all parts of the Province, and 
from no quarter more strongly than 
from the Opposition press. AVe quoted 
from the Inland Sentinel's remarks yes- 
terday. The Bevelatoke Mail aaks: 
" Ought he not as a matter of course to 
goto his constituents? " The Welling- 
ton luuterpriBO thinks " he owes it as a 
duty to his constituoncy to at once re- 
fiicju the Speakership and Lie seat, and 
appeal to the electorate of Esquimau to 
pass a verdict on his conduct." 

.^he EoBsland Eecord "casta a glow of 
liaht, of a certain variety, on the case by 
Baying that Jlr. Higgina " was not elect- 
ed a member of the Turner Govern- 
ment." This is a somewhat needless 
denial, as no cue ever said ho M-as. 
Tiic3 K?conl adds tliat )io was 
c eded u supporter of the Davie Gov- 
ernment, and apparently wouldhave the 
i: t . rchce drawn that he wos not thereby , 



pledged to 8upport,tbe'.''pre8ent adminis- 
tration. The EoBsiarid Miner takes the 
same position. These statements are 
based upon an interview with Mr. Hig- 
gins. The case thus sought to be made 
out in excuse of Mr. Iliggins is very far- 
fetched. If he was elected as the sup- 
porter of auy particular individual he 
stood upon a very much lower plane 
than his fellow members. The general 
understanding of the political situation 
was that Messrs. Robson, Davie. Turner 
and the gentlemen who supported them 
in the last house, represented a certain 
line of policy. He knew perfectly well 
that if he had taken any other position 
he never would have been elected, cer- 
tainly not by acclamation. When Mr. 
Davie succeeded Mr. Robson he carried 
out the policy which Mr. Robson repre- 
sented and Mr. Higgins supported, and 
when Mr. Turner took the leadership 
after Mr. Davie's appointment to the 
chief jaatieeship, he continued the same 
line of policy and received the same 
political support. The personnel of the 
administration cut no figure in the mat- 
ter so far as the public are concerned. 
Whether or not it did so in Mr. Higgins' 
mind, it would be impertinent to in- 
quire. 

But conceding for the sake of the 
argument that Mr. Higgins was not 
elected specifically to support Mr. Turner, 
how does that afl'ect his extraordinary 
course of taking a strong partizan posi- 
tion while occupying the non-partizan 
ofllce of Speaker? Thia is tlie feature of 
the case, which creates the most sur- 
prise and calls forth the strongest pro- 
tests. So far as we have observed the 
only papers which approve of it are the 
two Rossland dailies, and we do not do 
these papers any injustice when we say 
that they are yet too new to British poli- 
tical methods to render their views on 
British constitutional practice of any 
special value. 

WE BMTm'A PROTEST. 

The New York Evening Post printed 
and the Canadian Gazette copied the 
following: 

Providence and nature designed Vic- 
toria for exactly what it la— a verdant 
and flower decked bit of the famed 
Elysian Fields. The considerate fates 
appear to have fully realized the incon- 
gruity of exposing this' dainty patch of 
earth to the ravages of commerce, so 
they gave it a harbor unable to float big 
mercantile fleets. All the disturbing 
noise and dirt and profanity of a ship- 
ping port have gone over to Vancouver, 
the terminus of the Canadian Pacific's 
Oriental fleet, and Victoria is thus left 
to doze in her green hammock in a 
bower of fadeless roses. 

And, as she Ilea dreamily in her ham- 
,mock, her eyes can rest on the towering 
crags of white-robed Mount Olympus, 
just across the Straits from her garden 
to the South, or on the snowy poll and 
seamed sides of Mount Baker to the 
North, or the majestic sweep of the Oa^ 
cades' to the East, as they file down 
beyond the shore line of the' Sound to 
grace the court of white-crowned Mount 
Rainier, that monarch of the range. 
The Bcemc glories are an everlasting 
feast, unmatched by any rival on the 
entire Pacific stretch of coast. The 
mercury stands at about sixty degrees 
the year round. 

By some curious freak of Nature ViC' 
toria gets only a twenty-aix-inch rain- 
fall in the year, while points all along 
the Sound will average from forty inches 
to fifty-six inches. The natives enjoy 
the great novelty of a thunder 
storm about once in five years, but no 
snow comes nearer to them than the 
perennial white crowns of the Olympics 
and Cascades. Strange to say, with all 
this amazing peacefulnesa of climate, 
the snow-centre of the Pacific lies only 
sixty miles to the west. There is over 
lasting trouble there. From Cape Flat- 
tery, the north-weatern arm of the state 
of Washington, to an op;>oeite point on 
Vancouver Island, the sea is strewn with 
wrecks. 

Small wonder, then, that the happy 
natives of this enchanted Atlantis wind 
up the drudgery of their small daily 
business as soon as possible and return 
to their vine-covered homes and rose- 
scented gardens. Rest, contentment and 
hospitality are in the air. The horse- 
cars tliat drag you cautiously to the sub- 
urbs seem under contract to see that 
none of the beauties of villa and flower- 
bed along the route can escape the tour- 
ist. He has ample time to photograi)li 
each dainty Queen Anne nest on the re- 
tina ; to follow the trail of each ivy- 
ci eeper, to count the roses on every bush. 
Speed would break the spell. 

Take anyroad you will, you will find 
them all in perfect order. The most 
])opular drive and the moat charming 
and picturesque is. the three-mile stretch 
to Eaquimalt, where the Queen has her 
Pacific navy-yard. It is an uaforgetable 
panorama of sen, mountain and sky, 
with a foreground of rich, green wood- 
land, embowered country homes, vine- 
clad wayside inns, and flowers of i>. liun- 
dred hues and scents in riotous profusion 
wherever an imposing villa or a modest 
cottage comes in view. 

It ia hard to be angry with anyone who 
talks about our city in this way ; but 
what a libel it is. First as to the har- 
bor: It ia quite true that the inner 
harbor will not hold " big mercantile 
fleets," and there are probably secluded 
corners in other harbors that would not 
hold them either; but with the inner 
harbor, the outer harbor and Eaquimalt, 
we have in this vicinity all the space 
necesoary to accommodate all the ship- 
ping that does business at New York. 
And in point of fact, Victoria stands 
second on the list of Canadian cities in 
point of foreign tonnage. Wo do not 
claim any of the "noise, dirt and i)ro- 
fanity," of which'Vanconver is allotted 
to Ijave a monopoly ; but we do insist 
that if the New York Post's correspond- 
ont had thought it wortli while to have 
ascertained the facta, he would have 
found, within easy reach of the bowers 
of fadeless roaes, busineaa houses which, 
for the magnitude of their tranaactiona, 
would take a high place in larger cities. 
We do not feel disposed to quarrel with 



a New York man who' talks about the 
small daily business of other places; but 
it ia a fact just the same that a 
lot of what passes for "daily busi- 
ness " in New York is just daily 
fuas and nothing else. A New. 
York man makes more fuss over buying 
a morning cocktail or a newnecktie than 
a Victoria man would over buying a 
schooner load of seal skins. People out 
here do not keep their eouls in a per- 
spiration under the impression that 
busineaa cannot be transacted in any 
other way; but in the long run they get 
about as far ahead as the be-sweated 
Gothamites* 

As to those faoise cars 1 This is too 
much. There neiver was a Horse car in 
Victoria. The city never depended upon 
such antediluvian methods of trans- 
portation. Our street cara are all and 
have alwayq been electric cara, and as 
for their rate of progress it is about as 
rapid as is allowed anywhere in the 
world, except Seattle, where they go 
flying through the streets as though it 
really signified anything to a Seattle 
man whether he reached any place at 
any particular time. 

The flowers, the climate, the scenery, 
the hoapitality, the homelikeneas of our 
beautiful city are alias the Post repre- 
sents. There is probably no lovelier 
place in tbo world than thia delightful 
one which looks out over the Strait to 
the enow-capped mountaina: but we 
want our admirers to keep in mind that 
there ia business done here and a great 
deal of it, and will be a great deal more. 



The Mail and Empire adihita that the 
Crow's Neat Paas railway ought to be ad- 
vantageous to Ontario, for moat of the 
" vast and unquestionably wealthy " 
country which it will open up must go 
that way. We hope our Toronto con- 
temporary will reroembtr this and not 
join in the cry that with the Crow's Nest 
railway British Columbia ought to be 
satisfied and not ask Ontario to burden 
herself more for her benefit. 



Parliajient has been prorogued. The 
Senate, very wisely we think, decided 
not to obstruct supply. A full investi- 
gation into the Drummond County rail- 
way matter is promised. In the mean- 
time the experiment of Intercolonial 
extension into Montreal can be tried, 
and if the plan ia a good one permanent 
arrangements can be made next year.

The big China 
man listened and looked on, hia abso' 
lutely espre.'isioideBa face giving no in 
dication that he understood a word that 
had been spoken concerning himself 
Then as as the object of liia passing 
notice seemed to lose its interest he 
turned and disappeared in the saloon of 
the white liner with the curt remark, iu 
the very best of expressive Anglo-Saxon, 
generally addressed to his miscellaneous 
critics : 

" Well, you've got about the dirtiest 
looking specimen of crafD to handle pas- 
sengers ou that I've seen for some time.'' 

The parties addressed stood aatontehed 
for a moment, and then renewed the 
conversation with the big Chinaman 
still us the subject, but attuned to an- 
other key. It was agreed that he "wasn't 
any common Clnnaman," and subse 
(juent information was to the ellect that 
tie wad " a big man ut; homo " iu more 
ways than one. 

Indeed tlio personality of Mr. Robert 
Jack, of Robert Jack it Co., Hongkong, 
is so striking and forceful that no one 
needs to bo informed that he is a man o( 
importance, who is granted live minutes 
conversation with him. Xbirty-livo 
years ago he was an bumble 
sampan man operating on Hong' 
kong harbor, diflerijig only from 
his brother Chinese watermen in thatho 
was ever ready to oblige the shipmasters 
entering the port by hunting them up 
capable laborers at a moment's notice 
Before long he found that Bob .Tack was 
becoming well known, and that it paid 
him to resign the boat pulling to some- 
one less ambitious, and devote himself 
to the other department of hia busineaa. 
He did BO, and little by little hie field of 
operations extended until to-day, at BO 
years of age, he finds himself a million- 
airo several times over, one of the most 
heavily interested business men of Hong- 
kong, a contractor wlioao name la known 
in all parts of the world, and at present 
embarked on a tour of pleasure a'll'd 
diversion that is to take him al ' 
around the world. 

" China is just the same as ever," ho 
said to an interviewer on the Empress 
yesterday. " You can't change an old 
nation iu a day. Business is quiet and 
we are devoting ourselves chiefly to its 
maintenance and development on tried 
and proven lines, rather than experi- 
menting with new indnstrieH and new 
waya. So many companies have been 
formed and schemes brought forward to 
make sudden fortunes out of China'a re 
sources that have ended only in a glori- 
ous lizzie that the people are growing 
decidedly skeptical, andaa a result many 
a deserving pn>j<-(!tgoes begging. 

" The railway V Our great; Chineae 
railway? Well I'm afraid the world 
will look and wait for it a good many 
years yet. It's the old story there too. 
The prejudice of conturiea against the 
investment of foreign capital was never 
more in evidence than in conueetion 
with thia railway plaij, The conditions 
abeolutely preclude the enlistment of 
foreign c.-ipital to build the road, and 
without foreign capital it will be a lonu 
time coming. You mark my words, that 
lailway won't handle much truflic while 
you and I are here to see it,"

MAEQUIS OF BREADALBANK. 

The Former/S^ward- House- 
hold Passes Through Victoria. 

Mr. K. P. Brown iaa journaliet who ar- 
rived here by the Eiupresa of Jrt))an yes- 
terday, whoia just coin plotini; his eighth 
round-the-world journey. Tiiis time ho 
is travelliilg in the interests of hia own 
magazine, tho " British licalm," a 
monthly publication launched in Lon- 
don about four months ago, and contain- 
ing reading matter calculated to interest 
Britons all over the Empire. 
At every point of importance 
Mr. Brown has visited he has appointed 
correspondenls. Tb(! editor ia now en 
route to London, andexpocts to be heard 
frtim again next year, as he intends 
oll'eriiig himself as a Liberal candidate 
for somo English or Scottish constitu- 
ency. 

Mr. Brown tells an interesting ship- 
wreck story concerning the steamship 
Aritaba, whose loss occurred while the 
vesael was on her way from Madras to 
Colombo in February last. Aboard the 
craft were many passengers, included 
amonp whom was F. J. Lipton, tho big 
Ceylon tea merchant, who gained prom- 
inem;e in London not many days ago by 
giving a dinner to the poor of the great 
uietroi)olis. Tho Aritaba struck on a 
coral reel near Aden and for ten days or 
a fortnight the shipwrecked crow and 
passengers, to tho number of jtbout 
lour hundred, remained imprisoned on 
the little islet surrounded on every 
side by Arabian barbarians who threat- 
ened, their lives if they attempted to 
make a landing. One of the iSomalis 
was offerod a big sum to convey the 
news of the wreck to Aden for relief, but 
refused, and lor^a season things looked 
dark for tho stranded crew. Late one 
evening the steamship Ballarat, with 
Mr. Brown aboard, hove in sight, and 
learning the situation brought the news 
to Aden. As a result a relief vessel was 
next day dispatched to the eceno of the 
wreck. Later on the Marquis of Bread- 
albane, who had been enjoying a tiger 
hunt on the Kalipartiga estate, near 
Madras, met Mr, Lipton, and both en- 
joyed several days of exciting sport. 

The Marquis and the l\IarchioncsB, 
who also arrived by the EnipreEs yester- 
day, are now bound for London, but 
propose making a short visit at Ottawa 
with Lord and Lady Aberdeen. The 
iNlarquia of Bteadelbano and Earl 
of Ormelie is a descendant of an old and 
notable Scottish family. Ho is (thougli 
the Imperial title dates only from 1885) 
the seventh Earl of Breadalbane and 
Holland ; Viscount of Ttiy and Paint- 
land; Lord Glenorchy, Benederaloch, 
Ormelie and Weik (the last dating 
back to 1077); a K.G., 1893; a Privy 
Councillor oi Great Britain, 1880 ; and a 
Scottish baronet (1625). 11^ saw ser- 
viceinearly manhood with theArgyll tind 
Sutherland Highlanders; waaafterwar('s 
a lord in waitins to Her Majesty at d 
treasurer and lord steward of the royi 1 
household; and was for three years hiph 
commissioner to the Church of Scotland, 
Tlie MarchionesB, who has been such 
since 1872, is a daughter of theiDuke of 
Montrose. Their estates are among the 
finest in Scotland and include four fam- 
ous Perthshire places — Taymouth Cas- 
tle, Auchmoro House, Black Mount, and 
Glenfalloch House- They are also at 
home at Ardmaddy castle, in Argyle ; 
and at Forest House, Bridge otOrchy, in 
the same county ; and at 19 Cavendish 
??(iuare \V. At present they are return- 
ing from an extended visit to India, in 
the course of which the Marquis has dis- 
tinguished himself as a slayer of big 
game.

He also wanted to 
get the latest newB, and after the Eui- 
press had diagoi-ged all the recent news- 
papers of which she was possessed, and 
had given the whaler's letters a place in 
her mail bae, there was no furlilier neces- 
sity for the two vessels to remain in 
company.

A San Francisco despatch of Monday's 
date says : The lumber schooner E. K.

The annual meeting of that useful in- 

Btitution,' the Provincial Royal Jubilca 
hospital, was held yesterday, and though 
tbo directors as usual were on band the 
public, olitside of one or two, did not 
take interest enough to attend. The re- 
ports were' of a satisfactory character 
and congratulations were expressed at 
the excellent showing made for the year. 

In the absence of the president, Mr. 
.Foahua Daviea, who ia out of town, Mr. 
Alex. Wilson, vice-president, took the 
chair, Mr. J. Stuart Yatea acting aa sec- 
retary. 

The directors in their seventh annual 

rejiort said ; ' 

Gi;nti.e.mkn, — We have the pleasure in 
herewith presenting to you the seventh 
annual report with the appended finan- 
cial statement and resident medical 
oflicor's report for tbo year ending on 
the aist -May, 1S97 : 

Aa you are aware, in the year 1895 the 
special committee appointed by the 
directors of that year brought in a report 
with reference to a question which had 
been raised touching tEe management of 
the hospital, and to see whether any 
change could be made in the medical 
Btaff so as to permit of more medical 
practitioners carrying; on practice at the 
nospital without impairing its efficiency, 
and on that occasion the committee re- 
commended certain modifications of the 
then existing aystem by the appointment 
of certain apecialiata and a registrar, and 
the report was adopted. During the 
present term it waa evident that the 
scheme adopted did not realize tlie an- 
ticipations of the board, and that a fur- 
ther change waa desirable, and to this 
end a special committee was appointed 
who, after interviewing all the medical 
practitionera of thia city, advised your 
board to allow all the physicians on the 
stall' to attend their own free patients at 
the hoB|)ital, and after consideration by 
a full board it waa decided to give the 
recommended change a trial for six 
months from the lat October, 1896. Doe 
of the results of this change was an im- 
mediate increase in the number of pay 
patieotSi and accommodation had to be 
made for patients paying $10 awe 3k. 
This waa done by partitioning off a por- 
tion of each of the public wards, thereby 
providing twelve beds without impair- 
ing the efficiency of the wards in any 
respect. It may be here stated that no 
indigent person requiring hospital treat- 
ment haa^ ever been refused admission. 
Under the rules no incurable cases can 
be admitted. Were patients sufi'ering 
from incurable diseases admitted into 
the hospital, tlie true object u' the in- 
stitution, viz., the relief of patients from 
temporary bodily ailments, would be 
frustrated, merely for lack of accommo- 
dation. The increase of patieuta necea- 
sitated the employment of extra nurses, 
and proviaion Irad to be made for their 
and other servants' accommodation by 
adding six attic rooms. At the ex- 
piration of the six months, the board, 
being convinced that the new scheme 
had worked beneficially in the 
interests of the hospital and given great 
satisfactiop to the majority of the medical 
staff determend to extend the period of 
trial to the end of their year of manage- 
ment only, so aa to leave their succes- 
sors free to continue its operation or re- 
vert back to the original or any other 
system as they might deem best. 

The boa'd desires to thank the sur- 
gical and medical staff for their untiring 
eflbrta in the welfare of the patients un- 
der their respective charges. 

ladies auxiliarv. 

This committee has been unremitting 
in its endeavors to add to the revenue of 
the hosjiital, and during the year have 
contributed the sum of ^175. 07, obtained 
from variouB entertainments. The thanks 
of the directors are extended to these 
ladiea for their great interest in the wel- 
fare of the hosiiital. It is by their efforts 
principally that the I'euiljerton ojiera- 
ting room has been equippetl.

The thanks of the directors are heartily 
accorded also to the ladies of the .Vgerior- 
ian S;ciety, who by their assiduous 
ellbrts have rcnlized a .sum in the neigh- 
borhonil of :j70t), and who have already 
devoted a portion of that sum fur the 
purchase ol a sterilizer, and who pro- 
jiose to aid tiie board still Mirther by the 
installation of the electric light into the 
hospital. 

Your directors also wish to extend

The treasurer's finanbial statement 
appended to the dlreotpra' report showed 
tliat during the year -the' receipts were 
ii;'."J.48G.2G, and expenditure if'28,352.30. 
Of the expenditure, however, only ;i;23,- 
480.10 waa for the year, the remainder 
being for debts incurred during the pre- 
vioua vear. The balance ou band is 
$1,133.5)5. 

Next came the report of Dr. Richard- 
son, the resident medical officer, who 
pointed out that the cost of maintenance 
had been .$-'3,-lS0.10, an increase of 
$3,491.08 over the previous year, thia be- 
ing due to the larger number of patients 
and to increases of .$2,444.23 in the cost 
for insurance, surgical appliances, re- 
pairs, furniabing and lighting. Deduct- 
ing this amount from the expenditure 
the average cost per patient waa $1.52>^ 
as against $1.65 last year.

The revenue from pay patients bad 
been largely increased, tbe outstanding 
liabiiitieaare considerably loss than ever 
before, and another year of similar suc- 
cess will clear oil' the debt entirely. 

The increased accommodation for 
nurses enabled tbe hospital to have a 
supply of its own nurses for patients re- 
(lUiriug extra attendance, tliiia avoiding 
the coat of engaging graduated nurses. 
In the past few mouths the demand for 
private rooms and beds in semi-private 
wards had been greater than could be 
accommodated. 

There have been a large increase in the 
surgical operations, and with gratifyirrg 
results. The new method of medical at- 
tendance had caused general satisfaction, 
Dr. Richardson said, and he pointed out 
at the same time, the necessity for a 
proper admitting room, to the advisabil- 
ity of having electric light supplied, and 
to the great advantage it would be to 
have one or two small isolated cottages 
for the accommodation of infectious 
cases. There was nred too of consider- 
able repairing to the hospital building. 
All the nurses and employes bad worked 
harmoniously during the year, and tbe 
training school had flourished. The 
report closed with thanks to those who 
had evinced interest in the hospital, and 
their sympathy to the sick and afllicted 
by many generous donations. Tbe 
ladies of the flower mission deserved 
gratitude for providing a constant sup- 
ply of flowers for the wards. 

The number of patieuta treated during 
the vear was : Indoor, 485 ; outdoor, 
244 ; "total, 729. Admitted during the 
year, 457 ; diacharged, 406; died, 43; in 
hosaital May 31, 3G. 

Number of free patients treated, 175; 
French Benevolent Society, 4; patients 
paying $10 a week, 140; patients paying 
$15 a week, 138. 

Tbe reports having been adopted the 
next thing to do was to choose four di- 
rectors to replace Messra. Chudley, Wd- 
son, Davies and J. S. Yatea, tbe retiring 
directors. As theirs were the only 
namea nominated they were declared 
re-elected, Mr. Byrnes paying a neat 
compliment to the efl'orta on behalf of 
the hospital of Mr. Daviea, at present 
absent from town. 

Mr. C. E. Renouf briefly moved a vote 
of thanks to the directors for their effi- 
cient services. 

Thia was seconded by Mr. John 
Teague, who from experience had 
many opportunities of judging of the 
good work done by the dirrstors, and in- 
cidentally he paid a tribute to Dr. 
Richardson's value as resident medical 
olficer. 

In returning thanks on behalf of the 
directors, Mr. Wm. Wilson recalled the 

early history of tbo hospital, showing 
how it had been started to commemorate 
li(ir Majesty's .lubilee in 1887, and 
pointed out, too, that Mr. Teague'a plana 
for the buildings had been adopted in 
competition with plans from various 
parts of the continent and the Old 
Country. 

This concluded the business and tbe 
meeting adjourned.

RosBLAND, June 29.— (Special) — The 
Guggenheim party, who arrived last 
li'riday to take a hasty look at the camp, 
went through the Centre Star mine on 
Sunday forenoon, and in tbe afternoon 
drove down to see the Trail smelter. 
They were invited to visit the Le Eoi 
mine Sunday night, but were too tired 
after ao busy a day to accept. They left 
for Nelson yesterday morning, and went 
there to see the Hall mines smelter. 
From there they will go to Kaslo and 
Sandon, and then to Nakusp, where 
they will take steamer for Revelstoke, 
and thence by the 0. P. R. to Vancouver 
and on to the coast cities of Victoria, 
Seattle, Tacoma and Portland. The 
Messrs. Guggenheim being without 
question among tbe greatest mining and 
smelting autboritiea in the world, and 
owners of some of the largest ameltera in 
the United States and Mexico, tbe 
Miner asked them yesterday morning for 
an authorized statement of their opinion 
of the Bossland camp. Wm. Guggen- 
heim said; 

" We shall be very glad to make a 
statement through the Sliner. Jly bro- 
ther, Mr. iianberger, Mr. Mears and I 
accepted the courtesy of Mr. Durant 
yesterday and saw the Centre Star mine. 
As soon as we had gone through it we 
coald comprehend tbe situation here. 
You have vast bodies of ore running 
through the country which as yet you do 
not know much about, except that they 
are of immenae size and, as a rule, of 
low grade. The Centre Star ia a won- 
derful mine. It ia very hard to eatimate 
the amount of ore in sight there, but I 
think it quite probable that there are 
300,000 tone. It will take both time and 
capital to put such a mine on a proper 
working baaia, but ISlr. Durant under- 
stands his business and is going about it 
in a eareful and conservative manner. 

We went down to the Trail smelter. 
It is yet in an incomolete condition, but 
it is a large plant and-ia achieving sonae 
excellent results. We made careful in- 
quiries into the. character of your ores, 
and to sum up our opinion it looks this 
way : 

" \''our orea have too little copper, too 
little Bulphur and too much silica. At 
the smelter they are making out with a 
2 per cent, copper charge. It should bo 
4 per cent, to work economically. The 
sulphur runs from 7 to 25 psr cent. Y'ou 
have an average excess of silica of 20 
per cent. The remedy for thia ia con- 
centration. This ia very simple, easy 
and inexpensive when you are prepared 
for it. In this way you would make 
concentrates carrying increased copper 
and sulphur, and you would eliminate 
the silica. This would give you a pro- 
duct which could be smelted by tbe 
pyritic proccas, which ia the cheapest 
prcceas known. The concentration of 
tbe ores should be done as near the 
mine aa possible to save the cost of 
transportation. 

" Your whole transnortation syatem 
will have to be reorganize d. It you take 
the ore juat as it comes from the mine to 
aome other point, you must have a verj' 
low rate. We think when the Canadian 
Pacilic railroad understanda the poaai- 
bilitiea of your ("imp, they wi'l come in 
here and put theniselvea in a position 
to handle the business here, Aa things 
are at tbe present moment Nortbi)ort 
unquestionably presenta more advan- 
tagea than any other iilace for tbe treat- 
ment of the orea of thia camp. JTew 
conditiona may chance the situation 
completely, and probably will. 

"Now I have spoke of your disad- 
vantages. All these can and will bo 
overcome, and when they are overcome 
you will have one of the greatest camps 
in the world. We are greatly pleased. 
It is a much bigger thing than we ever 
expected to see. The people hcri^ need 
have no uneasiness about the latmc of 
this camp. The country ia all rigbt mnl 
we expect to come into it ourselvi-.s." 

Otto Mears, manager of the Silveituri, 
Colorado, railroad, and one of tbo luott 
successful mining men of that state, is 
herewith the Guggenheiius. He said; 
•' Rossland is going to be one of the 
greatest camps in the world. Your own 
people do not know what there is in thin 
thing. Why, if we had this camp in 
Colorado, we would go crazy over it."
